The delegation 
also presented a petition signed by 
125 residents of the area, asking 
for the board’s assistance in getting 
the matter before the state railroad 
commission. 

Other business of the directors 
meeting included concurrence in i 
resolution adopted in San Joaquin 
County condemning the secondary 
boycott; and in resolutions offered 
in Santa Clara County endorsing the 
proposed “farmers refinance act” 
and advocating a united and co-op- 
erative front of farming interests. 

In view of reports of the success 
of the recent spraying demonstra - 
tion in the county. the directors wii 
request that a second demonstration 
be arranged. 

The drawing of Melvin Marks was 
accepted for use on the Farm Bu- 
reau notices of meetings for the 
month of April. 

Director Leland Veerkamp ad-

FISHING FOR U. S. 


SAN FRANCISCO. — Grand Of- 
ficers of the Native Sons of the 
Golden West, representing more 
than 50,000 members’ throughout 
California, last night went on re- 
cord endorsing Legislative action 
seeking to keep American waters 
free to American citizens. Assembly 
Bill 336, now before the State Leg- 
islature, proposes to amend the Fish 
and Game Code and make it man- 
datory ‘‘that every person using or 
operating a fishing boat in Califor- 
nia waters procure a commerciat 
fishing license. And that commer- 
cial licenses be issued only to a per- 
son who is a citizen of the United 
States, or eligible to become a cit- 
izen.”’ 

The amendment, officers of the 
Native Sons stated, is aimed direct- 
ly at foreign interests who use Cal- 
ifornia waters for commercial fish- 
ing.

Porterville Man Would 
Build Up Army, Navy To 
Cut Unemployment 


Wood, Porterville newspaper pub- 
lisher, today urged congress to in- 
crease the army and navy to re- 
duce unemployment. and to estab- 
lish labor courts to end strikes. 


Wood made his recommendations 
in a 10-point plan in booklet form 
entitled “Plan for Unemployment 
anc Security of Democracy,” seni 
to U. S. Senators and Representa- 
tives and to civic organizations in 
all parts of the country. 

“More employment would be cre- 
ated by vastly increasing the army 
and navy,’ Wood said. “A large 
army and navy will insure peace. 
This is no militarism. If the Unit- 
ed States had as many soldiers as 


England in proportion to popula- 
tion, we would have approximately 
1,500,000. If we had as many as 
France’s proportion, we would have 
2,000,000. Nations with these large 
armies have had fewer unemploy- 
ed than the United States. 

“My proposed labor judiciary is 
a new departure. Enormous losses 
to employes an demployers from 
many striges must be stopped. They 
can be settled by a system of labor 
courts. 


“A labor judicial system would 
not prevent unions from existing 
and operating as now, but it would 
mean that when a labor dispute gets 
to the strike stage, the dispute the 
would be submitted to the court for 
conciliation or decision. Arbitration 
is seldom satsfactory.”

Just prior to the conference with 
the house members, Mr. Roosevelt 
had declined to state specifically 
whether he would for a second time 
ask the full $150,000,000—cut from 
his January relief request by a 
house economy drive—be provided 
to run WPA until June 30. 


Mr. Roosevelt originally asked for 
$875,000,000 for use from February 
to July. The house committee on de- 
ficiency appropriations cut that to 
$725,000,000 and the house and sen- 
ate sustained it.

HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
March 12 is Acts 12:5-17, the 
Golden Text being Acts 12:5, 
‘Prayer was made without ceas- 
ing of the church unto God for 
him "’)

TODAY WE talk about the 
power of faith, and we have two 
very interesting stories to illus- 
trate our tale—just as Jesus made 
his talks clear by stories that are 
called parables 


The first one continues our les- 
sons about Peter and how by his 
preachings and teachings he con- 
verted very many to the new re- 
ligion of Jesus But there were 
also many who were not only un- 
converted. but who were made 
very angry and antagonistic by 
his teaching and sought to do him 
harm 


The King. Herod, listened to these 
enemies of Peter's, and threw him 
into prison He left him to lan- 
guish in prison. well guarded, until 
after the feast of the Passover, 
when he intended to turn him over 
to the people who would kill him 


It was the last night of the Pass- 
over and Peter was asleep in 
prison Al) his friends and the 
Christians everywhere were pray- 
ing for him ‘Prayer was made 
without ceasing of the church unto 
God for him” the Bible says in 
our Golden Text Suddenly a light 
shone in the prison and it awoke 
Peter An angel was standing at 
his side The angel smote him and 
raised him up saying “Arise up 
quickly" And the chains that 
bound him fell off And the angel 
said. ‘‘Gird thyself and bind on thy 
sandals‘ 

He did and then the angel said. 
“Cast thy garments about thee and 
follow me " He led Peter to the iron 
gate It opened before them with- 
out them having touched it. and 
they went out into the street 
Peter thought he was dreaming 
and that it was all a vision. but the 


ange] was gone and he was free 
so he went to the house of some 
friends They were within. still 
praying that he might be spared 
to them He knocked at the door. 
and when a maid named Rhoda 
came to the door. she was so sur- 
prised to see him that she rushed 
joyfully to tell the others. They 
would not believe that it really 
was Peter. but thought it must 
be his spirit, but he convinced 
them that it was indeed he, in the 
flesh. He told them to go to others 
and tell of his deliverance, and 
then he went away to continue his 
work. 


The other story is taken from 
the Old Testament, in Daniel, and 
it is about Daniel, who was a very 
clever man and a prophet He was 
very frank and told the kings the 
meaning of their dreams and 
visions, whether it was pleasant 
or whether it meant disaster to 
them because they had _ been 
wicked He foretold Nebuchadnez- 
zar's fall He was the king who 
went mad, you remember. and 
ate grass, like an ox. 

Belshazzar was the king who 
followed Nebuchadnezzar. and he 
made a great feast and brought 
the golden vessels that belonged 
to the temple and drank wine out 
of them, he and his household and 
friends While they were carous- 
ing a hand appeared:on the wall 
and wrote some mysterious words. 
None of the wise men of the court 
could interpret them. and at last 
Danie] was called in, and he told 
what they meant So the king 
honored him and made him one of 
his rulers, but this king died and 
Darius was king in his place 

Darius, too, honored Daniel, but 
there were men in the court who 
hated him and sought to destroy 
him They got the king to sign a 
decree that anyone in the kingdom 
who asked a petition of anyone or 
any power save the king should 
be cast into the lion's den Then 
they told the king that every day 
Daniel prayed to God, and so they 
said he must be destroyed because

If a can bulges or there is an 
outrush of air when it is opened, 
this indicates spoilage. If the air 
sucks in, this is a good sign, show- 
ing that the vaccum seal has not 
been broken. Observe the canned 
product before serving. Is it sound; 
free from cloudiness; and normal] in 
color .texture and smell?

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LOS ANGELES (lP) — If I were 
a judge and the case of Dr. Jock 
Sutherland vs the University of 
Pittsburgh was brought before me 
for a hearing, I honestly wouldn’t 
know how to decide. 


I gave myself two days to think 
over the situation and I still can’t 
make up my mind as to the rights 
and wrongs, the ups and downs of 
the whole business. I wish you, my 
readers, would let me tell you what 
I think about the resignation of Dr. 
Sutherland as head football coach 
at Pittsburgh, and then serve as a 
jury to decide who is right and who 
is wrong. 

The case of Jock Sutherland: He 
went there to coach football, when 
Pittsburgh wasn’t a power, but 
wanted to be one. A great coach, he 
took the players that were furnish- 
ed him, many of whom had been 
subsidized, and year after year 
moulded football teams that rated 
one-two-three nationally. He asked 
no questions. In fact, he probably 
hustled in more than a few players 
himself; which is perfectly natural, 
being as a football coach’s liveli- 
hood depends on the calibre of his 
teams. His teams earned the money 
for a great stadium, brought Pitts- 
burgh national publicity, and, 
through it all, he conducted himself

his players and himself were re- 
spected wherever they went. 

It was none of his business to 
question the athletic standards of 
the university. He was hired as a 
football coach, and he did as good 
a job as any man in the country 
could have done. His players always 
stuck by him. They came first with 
Jock, and those who think of him 
aS a dour, sour, Scot should know 
some of the facts about his kindli- 
ness and understanding in dealiny 
With his football players, on and 
off the field. 

The case of the university: After 


all, the university, as a whole, is a 
more important institution than. its 


now, it is better known for its foot- 
ball eleven than for its academic 
standards. Nor can any deny that 
Pittsburgh was getting an unsavory 
reputation as a school where athletic 
talent meant more than anything 
else. I have heard more than once 
that unless there was a change of 
ideals, let us say, that other col- 


i'leges simply were going to drop the 


Panthers from their schedules. Too, 
who has the right to direct the 
policy of the school, the officials or 
the football coach? After all, it is 
the officials’ business to determine 
when football has served its pur 
pose and when it should be de-em- 
phasized. Remember, too that the 
university made Coach Sutherland 
as much as he made it. No football 
coach was ever better than his ma- 
terial. Pittsburgh gave him good 
|money and good players for a long 
time. Now the school apparent- 
ly has decided it has had enough, 
and would like to go “pure.” 


I wouldn’t like to render a ver- 
dict, but if I had to I believe 1| 
would throw it out of court on the
